1 . SUMMARY PROVISIONAL DATA RELEASED RECENTLY BY THE CENTRAL 
BUREAU OF STATISTC(CNS) REVEALS THAT INDONESIA ENJOYED 
ANOTHER BUMPER EXPORT YEAR IN 1977.TOTAL EXPORTS JUMPED 

27 PCT TO $10,852.6, 68 PCT OF WHICH WAS EARNED BY CRUDE OIL 
SALES. TH IMPROVEMENT FOLLOWS A 20 PCT INCREASE IN 1976 AND 
MEANS THAT INDONESIA'S EXPORT HAVE GROWN BY 53 PCT IN THE 
LAST TWO YEARS.

3. CURDE OIL AGAIN WAS FAR AND AWAY THE MOST IMPORTANT INDONESIAN 
EXPORT, PROVIDING NEARLY 68 PCT OF TOTAL EXPORT REVENUE. 

NOWEVER, FOR THE SECOND YEAR IN A ROW, OIL EXPORTS 
GREW ATA SLOWER PACE(23 PCT) THAN DID NON OIL EXPORTS 
(37 PCT). OIL REVENUES AS A PERCENTAGE O TOTAL EXPORT 
REVENUES HAVE SLIPPED FROM 75 IN 1975 TO 70 IN 1976 TO 
68 LAST YEAR. FURTHER SLIPPAGE SEEMS LIKELY GIVEN THE 
CURRENT SOFT MARKETS FOR INDONSIAN CURDE. IN SECOND 
POSITION WAS TIMBER, WHICH GREW BY 21 PCT AND PROMISES SOON 
TO BECOME INDONSIA'SSECOND BILLION DOLAAR EXPORT EARNER. 

IN THIRD PLACE JUST EDGING OUTRUBBER WAS COFFEE, FOLLOWING 
A PHENOMENAL 153 PCT GROWTH OVER 1976. REFLECTING RECORD HIGH 
PRICES RATHER THAN INCREASED OUTPUT, COFFEE EXPORTS GREW 
FROM $100 MILLION IN 1975 TO $600 MILLION IN 1977. WITH 
COFFEE PRICES NOW WEAKENING, CURRENT EXPORT EARNINGS ARE 
PROBABLY NOT SUSTAINABLE. TIN EXPORTS ROSE SIGNIFICANTLY 
TO KEEP THAT CO MMODITY IN FIFTH PLACE AND PALM OIL EXPORTS, 
FOLLOWING AN 1 1 PCT DECLINE IN 1976,REBOUNDED SHARPLY WITH 
A 43 PCT INCREASE TO $192.5. MILLION.RIDING COFFEE' COATTAILS 
TEA EXPORTS JUMPED 108 PCT TO $1 18.5 MILLION TO MOVE INTO 
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EIGHT PLACE. A NEWCOMER ON THIS YEAR'S CHARTS IS UREA, 

WITH $33.8 MILLION IN EXPORTS. THIS FIGURE TAKES ON 

DDED SIGNIFICANCE IN VIEW OF THE FACT THAT AS RECENTLY 
AS THREE YEARS AGO INDONESIA IMPORTED SIZEABLE QUANTITIES 
OF UREA. IT IS WELCOM ALSO AS AN INDUSTRIAL EXPORT IN 
A LIST THAT HAS BEEN MADE UP ALMOST EXCLUDIVELY OF PRIMARY 
COMMODITIES. INDONESIA CONTINUES TO ADD TO ITS UREA PRO- 
DUCTION CAPABILITY AND IF MARKETS CAN BE FOUND, UREA 
COULD BECOME A REASONABLY IMPORTANT SOURCE OFEXTORT 
REVENUE.

6. JAPAN CONTINUES TO BE INONESIA'S MOST IMPORTANT 
CUSTOMER TAKIN $4,361 MILLION, OR 40 PCT OF INDONSIA'S 
EXPORTS. THE US IS IN SECOND PLACE WITH $3,535 MILLION 
(INCLUDING THE $523.7 MILLION IN EXPORTS TO TRINIDAD 
WHICHIS CRUDE OIL REFINED AND THEN SHIPPED TO THE US). 
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TOGETHER THE US AND JAPAN TAKE NEARLY THREE-QUARTERS OF 
INDONESIA'S EXPORTS. EXPORTS TO THE NETHERLANDS, TAIWAN 
AND SOUTH KOREA GREW IN EACH CASE BY 62-3 PCT AND TO SINGA- 
PORE BY 56 PCT, ALTHOUGH PRESUMABLY MUCH OF THE LATTER AS 
SUBSEQUENTLY RE-EXPORTED. 

7. DUE TO UNAVAILABILITY OF DATA ON EXPORT VOLUME AND 
ON CONTENT OF EXPORT TO SPECIFIC COUNTRIES, FURTHER ANAL- 
YSIS OF THE INDON SIANEXPORT SITUATION IS NOTPOSSIBLE 

AT THIS TIME. SUCH AN ANALYSIS WILL BE PROVIDED WHEN 
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COMPLETE DATA ARE IN HAND. 

8. ACCORDING TO CBS, INDONESIA'S IMPORTS IN 1977 WERE 
$6,230.3 MILLION, PROVIDING FOR AN OSTENSIBLE FABORABLE 
TRADE BALANCE OF $4,622.3 MILLION. HOWEVR, AS POINTED 
OUT IN JAKARTA 93 14 OF JULY 13,1977, WE BELIEVE CBS 
UNDERSTATES CONSIDERABLY INDONESIAN IMPORTS. WE WILL 
PROVIDE OUR BEST ESTIMATE OF TOTAL INDONESIAN IMPORTS 
FOR 1977 AS SOON AS POSSIBLE.
